‘For a short time Silken Thomas rode 
roughshod over his enemies, until Henry 
VIII. despatched Sir William Skeffing- 
ton, known as ‘‘ The Gunner,’’ who landed 
at Dublin and relieved the Castle. Later 
he marched into Kildare, and stormed 
the great Geraldine stronghold of May- 
nooth, hitherto supposed to be impreg- 
nable. This success was probably due 
to the quality of the English ordnance, 
but it has also been attributed to the 
treachery of the warden, Parris, a foster- 
brother of Lord Thomas. Stanihurst says 
that “ the Governor ordered the money to 
be given unto Parris, and _ presently 
caused him to be cut shorter by the 
head’’—an incident which gave rise to 
the proverbial expression, a '' Pardon of 
Maynooth,” for a summary execution. 
After this disaster Lord Thomas’s allies 


fell away from him; his six castles were 
captured, and he and his five uncles were 
taken as prisoners to London, and hanged 
at ‘'yburn—although three of the uncles 
had been definitely opposed to his rebel- 
lion. Had Témas-an-Teeda been an ex- 
perienced soldier, he would have known 
the strategic value of Dublin Castle ; had 


he been versed in the intrigues of his 
time, he would have known the value to 
be placed on an unconfirmed rumour ; but 
it must be remembered that, after all, 
this romantic and turbulent figure was 
only a boy of twenty-two. 


Cartons. 


It is remarkable how many differences 
come to exist between successive genera- 
tions in their customs and. usages, even 
where comparatively trivial matters are 
concerned. Thirty years ago, for instance, 
it was almost invariably the practice for 
tobacconists to sell cigarettes by the ounce ; 
only a few brands were sold in tins, and 
the small packet was not often to be seen. 
Nowadays the carton of ten or twenty 
cigarettes, with its cellophane container, 
is to be found everywhere; and, indeed, 
the disposal of the cartons after their 
contents have been used presents consider- 
able difficulty. These cardboard covers 
certainly add to the litter problem, which 
is likely to become much more formidable 
if we ever reach. the stage at which they 
have already arrived in America, where 
there ig an increasing demand that ali 
articles of food should be wrapped in 
cellophane packets. I suppose the question 
ns to what will happen to these containers 
is closely allied to those other queries we 
sometimes hear: ‘‘ What becomes of pins, 


safety razor blades, and many other small 
household articles?’’ It would be difficult 
to give any answer other than the general 
one—that whatever comes out of the earth 
returns to it sooner or later.

talisman of the home. He suggests that

It was valueless if given away; it must 
always be taken without the owner’s know- 
ledge if it was to do any good as a pre- 


venter of fire. This belief in the power 
of the house leek was common in many 
parts of Ireland, though one seldom hears 
anything about it now. It is interesting 
to find that in his “ Garden of Cyrus,”’ 
published in the seventeenth century, Sir 
Thomas Browne makes mention of this 
supposed power of the homely plant.

At a meeting of the Royal Irish Academy 
yesterday Dr. A. Mahr, Keeper of Irish 
Antiquities of the National Museum. gave an 
account of an ancient wooden cauldron which 
was found recently at Altartate, County 
Monaghan. 

The cauldron, he said, showed several 
remarkable features, among them leing the 
fact that it had moveable handles of yew, 
reminiscent of the bronze handles of the later 
Bronze Age, and an incised ornamentation 
consisting of patterns of concentric circles. 
The whole pattern appeared to be unmistak- 
ably based on the Early Bronze Age style, 
which reached Ireland at about the midd!e of 
the third century B.C., and the similarities 
with the bronze cauldrons would thus be 
easily explicable, as the wooden vessels may 
have lingered among the poorer classes of the 
population for a very considerable time 

He showed lantern slides of several bronze 
cauldrons, and mentioned the fact that within 
a few months the National Museum had 
secured two unique finds—one being the viort 
perfect bronze cauldron in existence, and 
the other the only wooden cauldron so far 
discovered. By an analysis of the pollen 
content of different layers of the bog, Pro- 
fessor Knud Jessen, of Copenhagen, had een 
able to confirm the date of the find. His 
method, which had been recently developed, 
enabled the age of peat bogs and similar 
deposits to be very exacgly determined, and 
the present case was the first in which an 
important find had been examined in that 
manner, | 

The lecturer paid a tribute to Messrs. 
Laurence Clarke and William Mealiff, who 
had found the cauldron, and whose assistance 
had been invaluable during the investigation 
on behalf of the Museum, which was carried 
out by Professor Sean P. O'Riordan, The 
work of preserving the cauldron itself was 
placed in the hands of Professor Bayley 
Butler, of University College, Dublin, 

In conclusion Dr. Mahr expressed the hope 
that the Irish Committee for Quaternary Ke- 
search, which has been formed to foster the 
scientific study of Irish bogs, would receive 
the full support of the public and the 
authorities.
